Fred  Hechinger,  education  editor  of  the  New  York  Times,  will  serve  as 
consultant .

Plaques  have  been  sent  by  Robert  E.  Kintner,  President  of'  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company,  to  200  employees  of  the  seven  New  York 
City  daily  newspapers  who  appeared  on  NBC  News  programs  or  worked  as  NBC 
News  staff  writers  during  the  newspaper  shutdown. 

"I  want  you  to  know  that  NBC  and  I  personally  appreciate  the 
valuable  contribution  you  made  to  the  expanded  news  coverage  undertaken 
by  NBC  during  the  recent  and  unfortunately  prolonged  New  York  City  news¬ 
paper  shutdown,"  Mr.  Kintner  said  in  letters  accompanying  the  gifts.  "I 
hope  the  accompanying  memento  will  invoke  agreeable  memories  of  your 
experiences  as  a  broadcaster." 

The  front  page  of  each  recipient’s  newspaper  was  reproduced  in 
a  copper  engraving,  mounted  on  a  walnut  block  seven-and -one -fourth  by 
four -and -one -half  inches.  In  each  case  the  front  page  was  of  the  last 
edition  printed  before  the  shutdown.

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MARION  STEPHENSON 

Vice  President,  Administration,  NBC  Radio  Network 

Miss  Marion  Stephenson  is  the  first  woman  Vice  President  in 
the  history  of  NBC  and  RCA,  having  been  elevated  to  that  position  in 
October,  1962. 

As  Vice  President,  Administration,  NBC  Radio  Network,  Mss 
Stephenson  is  in  what  she  calls  the  "jump  seat"  of  the  division.  From 
her  financial  and  corporate  position,  she  is  able  to  "see  what  is  going 
on"  in  the  areas  of  sales  and  programming. 

Born  in  Green  Bay,  Wis.,  Miss  Stephenson  studied  business  at 
Antioch  College,  Yellow  Springs,  Ohio.  Before  she  graduated.  Miss 
Stephenson  had  taken  six  years  of  academic  courses,  in  addition  to 
participating  in  a  work-study  program.  She  was  required  to  take  full- 
semester  courses  in  10  weeks,  working  the  alternate  10-week  period. 

"My  first  job,  through  the  Antioch  program,"  recalls  Miss 
Stephenson,  "was  as  a  renewal  searcher  for  the  McCall  Corporation  in 
Dayton,  Ohio.  I  was  paid  $15  a  week."  From  this  sum,  she  had  to  pay 
her  room  and  board.  Later  in  her  school  career,  she  held  secretarial 
jobs  in  Chicago  and  New  York. 

In  her  fourth  year  at  Antioch,  Miss  Stephenson  was  community 
government  business  manager  on  campus.  After  graduation  in  June,  19^3* 
she  went  to  New  York  and  joined  the  accounting  department  of  Standard 
Oil  (New  Jersey). 

Marion  Stephenson  started  working  for  NBC  the  following  year 
quite  by  accident.  Having  decided  to  enter  the  research  writing  field, 

(more ) 
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she  applied  for  a  job  with  Time  Inc.,  whose  offices  at  that  time  were 
located  in  Rockefeller  Center  across  the  street  from  NBC,  After  her 
interview.  Miss  Stephenson  decided  to  drop  in  and  say  "hello"  to  a 
friend  who  worked  at  NBC,  The  girl  "just  happened"  to  work  in  the 
Personnel  Department.  At  her  friend’s  insistence.  Miss  Stephenson 
filed  an  application  with  NBC,  noting  she  would  like  to  combine 
advertising  and  accounting  in  her  work. 

"I  never  dreamed  there  would  be  such  an  opening,"  says  Miss 
Stephenson,  "but  the  company  had  just  gotten  approval  for  a  new  job  in 
the  advertising  department  for  someone  who  would  watch  expenses." 

So,  in  November  of  1944,  Miss  Stephenson  joined  NBC  as  a 
budget  clerk  in  the  Advertising  and  Promotion  Department. 

During  her  early  years  with  NBC,  Miss  Stephenson  attended 
N.  Y.  U.’s  Graduate  School  of  Business  at  night,  majoring  in  banking 
and  finance.  She  was  awarded  the  first  Marcus  Nadler  Key  for  "excellenc 
in  finance."  She  received  her  Masters  degree  in  business  administration 
in  1948,  the  same  year  she  was  named  business  manager  of  NBC’s 
Advertising  and  Promotion  Department. 

Three  years  later,  in  1951*  she  was  made  general  ledger 
accountant  in  the  NBC  Radio  Network  controller’s  department,  a  position 
she  held  for  six  months  before  being  named  budget  supervisor  of  the 
department.  In  1952,  when  the  radio  and  television  financial  depart¬ 
ments  were  rejoined  after  a  separation  of  several  years.  Miss  Stephenson 
became  budget  supervisor  of  the  joint  controller’s  area. 

The  following  year.  Miss  Stephenson  was  made  chief  budget 
assistant,  and  after  holding  that  position  for  one  month,  became 
assistant  to  the  divisional  controller.  Three  months  passed  before  she 
received  her  next  promotion,  this  time  as  radio  network  budget  manager. 

This  was  in  1953  when  the  radio  and  television  networks  we^e  split  into 
separate  financial  units.  (more)

Miss  Stephenson  was  given  her  longest  title  in  February, 
1956:  senior  operations  analyst  in  the  staff  administrative  budget 
and  financial  evaluation  area.  In  1959*  she  was  named  director  of 
business  affairs  of  NBC  Radio. 

In  1962,  Miss  Stephenson  was  elevated  to  Vice  President. 

She  was  apprised  of  her  election  the  day  after  returning  from  a  trip 
to  Yugoslavia  and  Greece. 

As  Vice  President,  Administration,  for  NBC  Radio,  Miss 
Stephenson  is  responsible  for  business  affairs,  sales  service  and 
traffic  and  some  areas  of  the  engineering  department.  Miss  Stephenson 
says  she  has  a  "somewhat  unorthodox  approach  to  the  business  field. 
Most  business  people,"  she  thinks,  "are  involved  in  costs  and  profits 
mainly.  They  don’t  know  that  the  financial  side  is  the  focal  point 
of  a  whole  company. " 

According  to  Miss  Stephenson,  the  NBC  financial  staff 
believes  in  working  with  the  sales  and  programming  people  at  the 
network  to  help  them  solve  their  problems  by  explaining  how  the 
financial  end  of  the  business  ties  in  with  their  efforts. 

Miss  Stephenson  is  a  member  of  the  International  Radio- 
Television  Society  and  the  Money  Marketeers  of  New  York  University. 

She  lives  in  Bronxville,  N.  Y.

ADMIRAL  GEORGE  W.  ANDERSON,  CHIEF  OF  NAVAL  OPERATIONS,  COMMENDS 
NBC  NEWS  FOR  FULL-HOUR  TV  SPECIAL  ON  LOSS  OF  SUBMARINE  THRESHER 

Admiral  George  W.  Anderson,  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  has 
commended  NBC  News  for  its  full-hour  special  program  "covering  so 
thoroughly  and  effectively"  the  loss  of  the  nuclear  submarine  Thresher. 
The  program  was  presented  April  11  on  the  NBC-TV  Network. 

In  a  letter  April  12  to  Robert  E.  Kintner,  President  of  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company,  Admiral  Anderson  said: 

"The  Navy  as  a  whole  and  I  in  particular  are  deeply  indebted 
to  you  and  the  magnificent  staff  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company 
responsible  for  the  one -hour  documentary  last  evening  covering  so 
thoroughly  and  effectively  our  loss  of  Thresher.  While  programs  of  the 
caliber  of  Mr.  Martin  Agronsky's  presentation  last  evening  are 
characteristic  of  NBC's  thorough  coverage  of  world  events,  the  very  few 
hours  available  during  which  this  nationwide  assembly  of  material  was 
accomplished  made  the  end  result  all  the  more  remarkable  and  outstanding. 

"In  this  Navy  tragedy  we  in  blue  uniforms  once  again  find 
ourselves  looking  out  for  our  own,  a  capability  in  which  we  take  great 
and  jealous  pride.  Your  graphic  documentation  of  this  fact  most 
effectively  presented  to  your  audience  an  awareness  of  the  hazards  of 
the  sea  and  of  the  type  of  men  who  daily  challenge  these  hazards  as  a 
matter  of  routine  accomplishment.  Of  particular  importance  to  me  was 
the  very  appropriate  way  in  which  the  program  ended  by  having  the 
captain  of  one  of  the  Thresher's  sister  ships  set  forth  quite  simply

Smaller  film  cameras,  color  film  that  can  be  developed  more 
rapidly,  and  mobile  units  that  can  be  moved  more  quickly  to  the  scene  of' 
a  news  story  were  among  the  technical  advances  in  television  news  cover¬ 
age  predicted  today  by  Julian  Goodman,  Vice  President,  NBC  News. 

Mr.  Goodman,  addressing  the  Indiana  University  School  of 
Journalism  Radio-TV  Banquet  in  Bloomington,  Ind.,  said  that  he  looked 
forward  to  the  following  technical  breakthroughs  "vital  to  our  ability 
to  improve  on  the  ways  we  cover  the  news": 

Film  cameras  that  are  smaller,  use  less 
light  and  are  less  visible  to  the  subject  --  "not 
that  we  want  to  be  sly  about  taking  pictures,  but  the

A  quicker  way  to  move  a  mobile  unit  to 
distant  places  to  feed  back  a  live  picture  from 
the  scene  of  a  news  event  and  a  way  to  microwave 
a  signal  around  the  buildings  and  other  obstacles 
in  big  cities.

When  President  Eisenhower  suffered  a  heart  attack  In 
September,  1955,  James  C.  Hagerty,  his  press  secretary,  first  learned 
of  it  on  "Monitor,"  the  NBC  Radio  Network's  weekend  service.  When 
"Monitor"  broke  the  news,  Hagerty  was  barbecuing  a  steak  in  his  backyard. 

Through  the  years,  it  has  been  the  usual,  rather  than  the 
unusual,  for  "Monitor"  to  be  first  with  the  weekend  news  around  the 
world.  Just  last  March  3, Roy  Wilkins,  Executive  Secretary,  National 
Association  for  Advancement  of  Colored  People,  was  heard  on  "Monitor  to 
quickly  oppose  Congressman  Adam  Clayton  Powell's  view  of  the  night 
before,  that  whites  should  vacate  top  positions  in  the  NAACP .  Presented 
first  on  "Monitor,"  Wilkins'  views  were  then  heard  on,  or  published 
in,  other  media. 

In  December,  1962,  when  the  long  overdue  Nina,  a  tiny  sailing 
ship  following  Columbus'  voyage,  was  first  sighted  by  Navy  plane  P2V 
Neptune,  Commander  Vernon  Anderson,  on  a  ’’Monitor1  circuit  from  Puerto 
Rico,  gave  the  U.S.A.  its  first  eyewitness  account.  Last  Feb.  16, 
when  a  P2V  Neptune  found  the  hi-jacked  Venezuelan  freighter  Antogtegui, 
Commander  Balaak,  from  Piarco  Field,  Trinidad,  gave  a  first  eyewitness 

account  --  again  —  to  "Monitor".

When  revolt  against  President  Guido  of  Argentina  shook  that 
country  on  Sept.  28,  1962,  NBC  News  correspondent  Kenneth  Bernstein 
reported,  over  the  "Monitor  Beacon,"  the  actual  on-the-spot  combat,  and 
followed,  for  "Monitor ' s"  listeners,  the  skirmish  up  to  Guido's  victory. 

On  April  4,  1962,  "Monitor"  scored  a  beat  by  having  Edward  M. 
Kennedy  take  to  the  microphone  and  deny  published  stories  that  he  would 
withdraw  from  the  Massachusetts  senatorial  race.  Later  in  the  year,  on 
Aug.  25,  Jose  Antonia  Lanuza,  the  Cuban  Student  Director,  revealed 
Russian  missile  bases  were  planted  in  Cuba.  This  was  a  scoop  of  major 
"Monitor"  proportions. 

The  first  eyewitness  report  of  the  actual  building  of  the 
Berlin  Wall  was  related  to  "Monitor's"  audience,  Aug.  13,  1961,  by 
NBC's  Pier  Anderton.  This  was  a  live,  on-the-spot  report.  Anderton's 
accompanying  sound  effects  were  the  derricks  and  the  prefabricated  cement 
blocks  that  were  being  used  to  build  the  wall. 

"Monitor  63,"  with  612  globally  spaced  newsmen,  is  first 
and  foremost  with  news,  information  and  service, just  as  it  was  when  it 
debuted  June  12,  1955,  nearly  eight  years  ago.

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AUTHOR  HOPE  BOBS  UP  WITH  ANOTHER  BOOK 


NBC  star  Bob  Hope’s  fifth  book  of  reminiscences,  "I  Owe 
Russia  $1,200,"  has  just  been  published  by  Doubleday.  The  book’s 
publication  coincides  with  the  entertainer’s  25th  year  as  an  NBC  star. 

The  book  is  a  first  person  singular  account  of  Hope's  globe¬ 
hopping  since  195^-  to  Alaska,  the  Caribbean,  the  Far  East,  to  North 
Africa  and  to  Europe  to  entertain  GI's  at  Christmas;  to  England  and  to 
France  to  make  motion  pictures;  and  to  Moscow  where,  with  a  crew  of 
three,  he  filmed  a  full-hour  TV  show  under  difficult,  unorthodox 
conditions. 

Characteristically,  the  book  is  filled  with  humorous  and 
heart-warming  incidents  that  involved  either  Hope  or  those  who 
accompanied  him  on  his  many  entertainment  marathons.  Sixty-six 
photographs  illustrate  the  narrative.  The  title  of  the  book  is  derived 
from  a  claim  by  Russia  that  Hope  owes  that  country  $1,200  for  film 
strips  which  he  says  he  has  never  received, 

Hope's  four  previous  books  are  "They've  Got  Me  Covered,"  "I 

Never  Left  Home,"  "So  This  Is  Peace"  and  "Have  Tux,  Will  Travel."

A  GLANCE  AT  ARGENTINE  TELEVISION 
Some  Comments  by  Visiting  NBC  International  Representative 

If  you1 re  thinking  of  building  a  TV  series  dramatizing  the 
masterful  way  women  dominate  the  home,  the  office  and  the  barbershop, 
don»t  anticipate  a  responsive  market  in  Argentina.  So  counsels  Senor 
Mauncio  Goldberg,  NBC  sales  agent  for  Argentina  and  Uruguay,  who 

reports  to  Alastair  MacKenzie,  Director  of  Latin  American  Operations 
for  NBC  International. 

According  to  young  Senor  Goldberg,  here  for  a  short  visit 
with  NBI  executives,  Argentines  are  strongly  masculine-oriented,  both 
in  their  general  outlook  on.  life  and  their  programming  tastes.  "It*s 
not  that  they  rebel  against  dominating  females,"  he  says.  "They  just 
don*t  understand  how  they  get  away  with  it.  In  Argentina  they  look 
funny,  and  the  synonym  for  this  kind  of  funny  is  impossible'.  " 

NBI  is  distributing  films  to  Argentina  at  a  brisk  pace, 
servicing  all  four  stations  in  Buenos  Aires.  Three  NBI  series 
Bonanza,  Dr.  Kildare"  and  "Laramie"  --  are  among  the  eight  most 
popular  programs  there,  and  no  other  overseas  distributor  can  match 
that  record.  Senor  Goldberg  also  has  a  flourishing  business  in 
Uruguay,  selling  regularly  to  all  three  stations  in  Montevideo. 

Although  Senor  Goldberg  is  only  24,  he  was  born  and 
educated  in  Argentina  and  expresses  his  Intuitive  feeling  for  that 
country *s  tastes  and  preferences.  "Detective  dramas,"  he  says,  "leave 
Argentine  audiences  in  a  state  of  puzzlement.  Mostly,  because  in  our

country  the  attitudes  toward  law  enforcement  are  different  from  those 
in  the  U.  S."  While  there  is  no  lack  of  respect  for  law  officers  in 
Argentina,  he  believes,  there  is  little  of  the  colorful  or  romantic 
in  their  conception  of  them. 

But  this  most  European  of  all  Latin-American  countries, 
says  Senor  Goldberg,  is  doing  a  creditable  job  of  building  its  own  TV 
programs.  The  Greek  play,  "Judith  and  Holofernes,"  produced  in 
Buenos  Aires,  won  first  place  at  the  last  International  Television 
Festival  in  Monte  Carlo.  In  the  area  of  round-table  discussion  shows 
on  controversial  issues  the  Argentines  do  remarkably  well,  he  reports. 

Today,  with  four  stations  in  Buenos  Aires  and  three  in  the 
interior,  Argentina  counts  about  a  million  TV  sets  in  use.  Next  year 
there  will  be  26  stations  in  operation.  Senor  Goldberg  adds  that  the 
future  looks  promising,  except  for  shows  about  bossy  females.

IN  1963  IS  PREDICTED  BY  ROBERT  W.  SARNOFF  AT 
ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  RCA  SHAREHOLDERS 

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  will  achieve  an  all-time 
record  year  in  service  and  profits  in  1963,  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman 
of  the  Board,  predicted  today  at  the  annual  meeting  of  shareholders 
of  the  Radio  Corporation  of  America. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  said  that  in  1962  NBC  sales  were  12  per  cent 
above  those  in  1961  and  earnings  35  per  cent  higher.  He  noted  that 
the  "sales  and  earnings  momentum  of  1962  is  carrying  forward  into 
the  present  year,  with  NBC’s  first  quarter  profits  well  above  last 
year’s  record  first  quarter."  He  pointed  out  that  this  1963  trend  also 
is  continuing  into  the  second  quarter.  Sales,  particularly  for  the 
Television  Network  and  Television  Stations  Division,  are  ahead  of  the 
second  quarter  1962  pace. 

"There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  as  over-all  advertising 
expenditures  continue  to  rise,  broadcasting  --  particularly  television 
—  will  increasingly  enlarge  its  share  of  the  total,"  Mr.  Sarnoff  said. 
"NBC  is  uniquely  situated  to  share  in  this  growth  by  reason  of  its 
strong  across-the-board  position  and  its  special  leadership  in  those 
areas  where  the  growth  is  likely  to  be  most  accelerated:  in  color 
television,  with  its  tremendous  advertising  potential;  in  the  increasing 
trend  toward  sponsorship  of  news  and  documentary  programs;  and  in  the 
whole  field  of  international  television."

Looking  to  the  1963-64  season,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said  that  NBC-TV 
organized  and  committed  its  new  programming  earlier  than  ever  before 
with  the  result  that  a  "substantial  volume  of  sales"  has  already  been 
closed  for  the  Pall,  with  sales  continuing  at  a  good  pace.  He  pointed 
out  that  once  again  this  season,  NBC-TV  attracted  more  sponsors  than 
either  of  its  competitors. 

The  NBC  Chairman  noted  that  about  70  per  cent  of  NBC-TV* s 
current  evening  schedule  will  be  retained  next  season,  and  termed  this 
"an  indication  of  the  success  and  stability  of  our  network’s  pro¬ 
gramming."  He  pointed  out  that  with  the  Peabody  Award-winning  "Du  Pont 
Show  of  the  Week,"  NBC-TV  continues  as  the  only  network  with  live 
drama  in  a  regular  series,  and  said  the  network  was  seeking  added 
dimension  in  television  drama  with  its  new  series  featuring  Richard 
Boone  with  a  repertory  company  of  experienced  actors. 

In  News,  Mr.  Sarnoff  reported  the  expanded  30-minute 
"Hunt ley-Brinkley  Report"  next  season  "will  give  greater  scope  to  the 
abilities  of  broadcasting’s  two  outstanding  newsmen,  and  the  additional 
time  will  permit  in-depth  news  features  in  each  program,  together  with 
news  background  and  analysis,  sports  and  business  news  and  other 
elements  drawing  on  the  full  resources  of  NBC  News.  " 

The  NBC  Chairman  reported  each  of  the  NBC  operating  divisions 
contributed  to  the  record  year  in  1962. 

"The  NBC  Radio  Network,  the  first  in  the  industry  to  regain 
a  profit  position  after  the  explosive  rise  of  television,  attained  its 
highest  earnings  since  1950,"  he  said.  "The  Enterprises  Division, 
which  conducts  NBC’s  international  activities  and  operates  domestically 
in  film  syndication  and  merchandising,  also  reached  a  new  peak  for  the 
year.  The  Owned  Stations  Division  achieved  an  all-time  record  in  sales

and  earnings.  And  the  Television  Network  provided  the  largest  share 
of  the  total  profit  improvement  of  NBC." 

Mr.  Sarnoff  pointed  out  that  the  past  year  was  "rich  in 
other  accomplishments,"  apart  from  profit  performance,  for  NBC.  He 
noted  that  NBC-TV  expanded  color  programming  to  more  than  two-thirds 
of  its  nighttime  schedule,  that  NBC  News  enlarged  its  position  as  the 
industry  leader  in  news  and  information  programming,  and  that  NBC 
presented  in  the  1961-62  season  seven  of  the  top  10  audience 
attractions  in  sports  programming.

COVERAGE  OF  ASTRONAUT  COOPER’S  SPACE  FLIGHT

NBC  News  is  preparing  live  TV  coverage  that  could  span  40 
hours  in  reporting  MA-9  orbital  flight  of  astronaut  L.  Gordon  Cooper. 

The  launch  from  Cape  Canaveral  is  expected  not  earlier  than  Tuesday, 

May  14. 

The  NBC-TV  coverage  will  begin  at  7  a.m.  EDT,  one  hour  before 
an  Atlas  missile  is  scheduled  to  rocket  Cooper  on  a  22-orbit  mission. 

The  flight,  from  launch  to  recovery,  is  expected  to  take  34- 
hours,  19  minutes.  During  this  period,  NBC  News  will  follow  the  mission 
with  live  reports  at  least  every  half  hour. 

On  10  orbits,  when  the  space  capsule  is  within  range  of 
Cape  Canaveral,  it  will  transmit  TV  pictures  back  to  earth.  These  will 
all  be  carried  on  NBC,  some  of  them  on  a  series  of  special  half-hour 
programs  to  be  telecast  during  the  flight. 

Cooper’s  space  craft  will  be  equipped  with  a  small,  portable 
TV  camera  which  he  can  train  on  himself  or  out  the  window  of  his  space 
craft.  These  pictures  will  be  transmitted  to  the  Cape  and  taped  for  de¬ 
layed  release  by  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration. 

NBC  News  will  also  present  a  special  half-hour  program  on 
the  eve  of  the  launch.  It  will  examine  the  special  purpose  of  this 
MA-9  flight.  The  time  will  be  announced. 

On  the  evening  of  the  astronaut’s  recovery,  NBC  News  will 
present  a  special  one-hour  telecast  that  will  summarize  the  mission. 

This  time  will  also  be  announced.

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Because  of  the  duration  of  the  coverage,  there  will  be 
relief  staffs  both  in  New  York  and  at  the  Cape  to  alternate  in 
production  duties.  A  trailer  that  will  sleep  a  dozen  people  will  be 
at  the  NBC  News  press  site  at  the  Cape  to  accommodate  the  crews. 

CORRESPONDENTS 

Five  NBC  News  correspondents  will  share  anchoring  duties  at 
the  Cape  and  in  New  York.  Frank  McGee  will  be  the  prime  correspondent 
in  New  York  with  Bill  Ryan  as  his  back-up. 

At  the  Cape,  Merrill  Mueller,  Roy  Neal  and  Peter  Hackes  will 
be  at  the  NBC  News  site  throughout  the  mission.  Herb  Kaplow  of 
NBC  News  will  appear  on  the  three-network  pool  coverage. 

REMOTE  LOCATIONS 

NBC  News  will  have  at  least  three  mobile  TV  units  feeding 
live  coverage  during  the  mission.  They  will  be  located  at: 

1.  The  U.  S.  Weather  Station  at  Suitland,  Md., 
where  NBC*s  Dr.  Frank  Field  will  supply  the  latest  weather 
condition  at  the  launch  area,  throughout  the  orbits  and  at 
the  Pacific  Ocean  recovery  zone.  Photos  from  the  satellite 
Tiros  will  also  be  used  in  the  weather  briefing. 

2.  At  the  home  of  astronaut  Cooper  in  Houston, 

Tex.,  where  his  wife  and  family  will  follow  the  flight  on 
television. 

3.  At  Capitol  Hill  where  NBC  News1  Martin  Agronsky 
will  interview  various  Congressional  leaders. 

In  addition,  NBC  News  is  preparing  material  in  Europe  for 
transmission  to  the  U.  S.  via  the  Relay  or  Telstar  satellites  that  will 
include  foreign  reaction  to  Cooper* s  mission.

NBC -TV's  "Today"  show  will  go  on  the  air  nearly  six  hours 
early  to  permit  the  NBC-TV  Network  to  provide  'round-the-clock  coverage 
throughout  the  3^-hour  space  flight  of  astronaut  L.  Gordon  Cooper  Jr. 
The  flight  is  expected  Tuesday,  May  14. 

On  the  "Today"  telecast  and  on  all  regular  NBC  Television 
Network  programs,  viewers  will  be  able  to  follow  the  progress  of  the 
flight  by  reading  NBC  News'  "traveling"  news  sign  which  will  print 
latest  information  on  the  mission  across  the  bottom  of  the  TV  screen. 
NBC  used  this  unique  device  for  the  first  time  in  reporting  the  space 
flight  of  astronaut  Walter  Schirra  during  last  Fall's  Giant -Dodger 
playoff. 

A  special  pre-orbit  report  Monday,  May  13  (10:30-11  p.m.  EDT) 
will  begin  the  NBC  News  television  coverage  with  background  information 
and  films  that  will  explain  the  particular  purposes  of  Major  Cooper's 
flight . 

At  7  a.m.  EDT  Tuesday,  an  hour  before  expected  launch,  NBC 
News  will  begin  its  live  TV  coverage  of  the  countdown.  Correspondents

Up  to  40  additional  enrollees  will  be  admitted  as  observers 
during  the  six-week  session,  which  starts  June  10. 

NBC  Opera  Company  funds  will  provide  half  scholarships  of 
$50  for  each  of  the  40  performing  or  participating  students.  The 
enrollees  themselves  will  provide  the  remaining  half  of  the  $100 
tuition  fee.

Two  of  Britain's  most  distinguished  performers,  Jack  Hawkins 
and  Pamela  Brown,  will  star  in  "To  Bury  Caesar"  --  an  original  courtroom 
melodrama  about  an  English  Parliamentarian's  fight  for  political 
survival  --  on  NBC-TV's  "Du  Pont  Show  of  the  Week"  Sunday,  July  7 
(10-11  p.m.  EDT) .  Co-stars  include  Nigel  Davenport  and  Ken  Griffith. 

A  co-production  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  and 
England's  Associated  Rediffusion  Network,  "To  Bury  Caesar"  was  taped 
in  black-and-white  last  month  in  London  with  Fielder  Cook  as  producer- 
director.  The  original  teleplay  was  written  by  Berkley  Mather,  who  has 
many  stage  and  TV  writing  credits  in  England,  and  will  be  his  first 
work  to  be  presented  in  the  United  States.  This  program  will  also  be 
broadcast  in  England  over  Associated  Rediffusion  outlets.

On  their  tour  of  the  U.  S.,  which  will  include  stopovers  in 
New  York,  Los  Angeles,  Chicago  and  Washington,  the  Dehmels  will 
report  on  their  experiences  in  filming  the  digging  of  the  tunnel  and 
the  escape  of  59  refugees  from  East  Germany. 

"The  Tunnel, "  which  has  been  nominated  for  an  Emmy  Award  as 
"The  Program  of  the  Year,"  was  the  subject  of  a  special  award  from  the 
IRC  to  William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of  NBC

A  TICK  OF  THE  TRADE 
'Today*  Innovation  Brings  Clock-Face  Table  of  Contents  to  Viewers 

The  "Today”  show  this  morning  became  the  first  TV  program  to 
provide  a  table  of  contents  for  its  viewers. 

Each  morning,  the  Monday  through  Friday  (7-9  a.m.  EDT)  series 
offers  a  wide  range  of  guests,  including  entertainers,  authors,  govern¬ 
ment  officials  and  other  prominent  personalities. 

Producer  A1  Morgan  therefore  thought  that  viewers  would 
appreciate  knowing  at  a  glance  exactly  who  the  guests  would  be  each 
hour,  and  at  what  time,  so  they  would  not  miss  someone  they  especially 
wanted  to  see. 

At  a  recent  weekly  "Today"  staff  meeting,  Morgan  suggested  an 
appropriate  table  of  contents  be  designed  for  the  program.  The  next 
week,  "Today"  artist  Bob  Dolce  had  a  design  ready.  Several  suggestions 
were  offered  by  the  "Today"  staff  and  finally,  this  morning,  a  unique 
"Today"  table  of  contents  became  a  new  feature  on  the  program. 

Shown  frequently  throughout  the  morning,  the  table  of  contents 
is  in  the  form  of  a  clock.  The  names  of  the  guests  are  printed  on  the 
face  within  wedge-shaped  segments  in  that  portion  of  the  hour  during 
which  they  will  appear  on  the  show.  The  clock  also  has  a  large  minute 
hand  and  alongside  is  the  program's  name  and  date.  Therefore,  at  a 
glance,  viewers  see  the  time,  date,  scheduled  guests  and  when  they  will 
be  interviewed. 

The  clock  face  is  changed  each  hour.  However,  since  the  first 

and  second  hours  of  "Today"  are  seen  in  reversed  order  in  some  parts  of 
the  country,  no  hour  hand  appears  on  the  table-of-contents  clock.  For 
this  same  reason,  no  hour-hand  appears  on  the  large  clock  behind  the

NBC  Press  Photographer  Art  Selby  Breaks  "Camera  Barrier" 
--He’ll  Play  a  Photographer  in  ’Legend  of  Lylah  Clare’ 


For  every  actor  appearing  on  an  NBC-TV  broadcast,  hundreds 
of  unseen  crew  members  labor  behind  the  big  cameras  --  and  it’s  a  cold 
day  in  Cairo  before  any  of  these  get  to  perform  on  the  air. 

This  is  why  NBC  employes  from  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  to  Burbank, 
Calif.,  are  hailing  the  "television  dramatic  debut"  Sunday,  May  19 
(10-11  p.m.  EDT)  of  NBC  Press’  chief  photographer  Art  Selby.  Selby  has 
a  role  in  "The  Legend  of  Lylah  Clare, "  an  eerie  suspense  drama  in  color 
on  "Du  Pont  Show  of  the  Week." 

The  program  stars  Alfred  Drake  and  Tuesday  Weld,  but  the 
stagehands  have  an  additional  favorite  --  Selby.  He  has  broken  the 
"camera  barrier." 

Art  portrays  --  of  all  things  —  "the  photographer."  Director 
Franklin  Schaffner  signed  him  because  he  wanted  realism  for  the  role, 
and  Selby  appears  in  three  scenes.  Yet,  the  cameraman  confesses: 

"When  I  saw  that  red  light  go  on  --  the  light  on  the  TV 
camera  that  signifies  the  camera  is  shooting  you  --  my  first  instinct 
was  to  run!  A  TV  photographer’s  only  unpardonable  sin,  besides  dropping 
his  Rollei,  is  getting  caught  on-camera..." 

In  17  years  as  dean  of  NBC  Press’  still  photographers  —  a 
span  in  which  he  has  "shot"  well  over  5,000  broadcasts  in  studios  and 
on-locations  on  three  continents  --  Selby  fluffed  only  twice  in  this 
manner.

Nearly  a  decade  ago,  when  "The  Perry  Como  Show"  was  a  Saturday 
night  feature  on  NBC-TV,  millions  of  Americans  saw  Selby’s  startled 
face  for  exactly  five  seconds  when  TV  cameras  panned  to  a  commercial. 

A  top  NBC  executive  who  was  present,  kidded  Selby,  "I  ought  to  deduct 
five  seconds  of  network  commercial  timefromyour  salary." 

In  1959 j  when  NBC-TV*s  "Today"  show  was  on-location  in  Paris, 
Selby’s  image  again  popped  on  video  screens  while  host  Dave  Garroway 
was  interviewing  Brigitte  Bardot.  Art  escaped  reprimand  on  that  one, 
because,  as  he  puts  it: 

"...I  was  sitting  at  a  table  in  a  sidewalk  cafe,  directly 
behind  Miss  Bardot  and  Garroway,  and  fortunately  I  looked  so  French  -- 
complete  to  brandy  glass,  beret  and  eyes  glued  on  Brigitte’s  curves  -- 
that  no  one  was  the  wiser." 

Selby,  a  combat  Signal  Corps  photographer  in  Europe  during 
World  War  II,  figures  his  first  acting  assignment  was  "not  quite  as 
rough  as  the  ETO."  On  the  Brooklyn  set  where  "The  Legend  of  Lylah 
Clare"  was  taped,  star  Tuesday  Weld,  bewildered  by  it  all, 
finally  asked  him: 

"Art,  are  you  an  actor  or  a  photographer  this  time?"  Selby 
replied  that  "this  time"  he  was  both  --  and  remarkable  pictures 
resulted.  One  scene  called  for  Miss  Weld  to  be  interviewed  and 
photographed  while  taking  a  bubble  bath.  Beneath  the  bubbles,  she  wore 
a  Bikini  bathing  suit.  For  obvious  reasons,  the  scene  was  not  dress- 
rehearsed. 


But  Selby,  the  actor,  had  film  in  his  camera  when  the 
ablutions  were  video  taped  --  resulting  in  photographs  which  have  been 
published  in  newspapers  and  magazines  from  coast  to  coast.  Miss  Weld 
described  them  as  "the  most  artistic  pictures  ever  taken  of  me  on  a 
set . "

Selby,  a  native  of  New  York  City,  alumnus  of  N.Y.U.  and 
resident  of  Westbury,  L.  I.  --  where  he  lives  with  his  wife,  Beatrice, 
and  youngsters,  Jonathan,  5,  and  Cathy,  9  —  recalls  two  "special 
thrills"  that  came  from  his  acting  debut. 

"Directors,"  he  points  out,  "have  a  pet  peeve  with  photo¬ 
graphers  when  a  show  is  being  taped.  Microphones  are  so  sensitive 
that  the  little  clicks  still  cameras  make  are  always  being  picked  up

OFFER  LIVE  TV  COVERAGE  OF  COOPER  LEAVING  CAPSULE 

NBC-TV  today  (May  14)  presented  four  hours  and  53  minutes  of 
live  and  taped  coverage  of  the  attempt  to  launch  astronaut  L.  Gordon 
Cooper  on  a  22-orbit  flight  and  the  developments  following  postponement 
of  the  mission. 

NBC-TV  was  the  only  television  network  to  provide  live  cover¬ 
age  of  Maj.  Cooper’s  emergence  from  the  capsule  after  the  flight  had 
been  scrubbed  and  a  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  news 
conference  at  Cape  Canaveral  in  which  NASA  officials  explained  the 
reason  for  the  postponement. 

The  NBC  News  coverage  included  exclusive  pickups  from  in 
front  of  astronaut  Cooper’s  home  on  the  outskirts  of  Houston,  Tex.,  and 
from  the  U.S.  Weather  Bureau  at  Suit land,  Md. 

Continuous  coverage  began  at  7  a.m.  EDT,  one  hour  before  the 
scheduled  launch  time,  and  lasted  until  11:25  a.m.  EDT,  28  minutes  after 
Mercury  Control  announced  that  the  flight  had  to  be  postponed  because 
of  trouble  with  the  radar  tracking  installation  at  Bermuda.  This 
continuous  coverage  was  followed  by  a  five -minute  newscast  summarizing 
developments  in  the  space  flight  preparations,  as  well  as  presenting 
highlights  of  integration  troubles  in  Birmingham,  Ala.,  and  Nashville, 
Tenn. 

Live  coverage  was  resumed  from  12:05  to  12:33  p.m.  EDT  when 
a  portion  of  the  NASA  news  conference  was  shown.  NBC  News  cut  away 
from  the  conference  to  show  Maj.  Cooper  leaving  the  space  capsule  where 
he  had  been  since  early  morning.

The  NBC-TV  Network  presented  four  hours  of  continuous  live 
and  taped  coverage  --  more  than  any  other  network  --  of  the  final 
preparations,  launch  and  early  stages  in  the  flight  of  astronaut  L. 
Gordon  Cooper  today  (May  15 ). 

NBC-TV  was  the  first  network  to  carry  TV  pictures  of  Maj. 
Cooper  taken  by  the  portable  camera  in  his  space  capsule.  The  slow- 
scan  pictures  were  made  in  a  test  of  the  camera,  recorded  by  the 
television  pool  operation  at  8:42  a .m.  EDT,  22  minutes  before  liftoff, 
NBC-TV  was  the  only  network  to  carry  them  at  that  time.

In  a  live  pickup  from  Washington,  NBC’s  Martin  Agronsky  inter¬ 
viewed  Representative  Tom  Steed  (D.-Okla.)  who  knew  astronaut  Cooper  as 
a  boy  in  Shawnee,  Okla .  NBC  News’  White  House  correspondent  Sander 
Vanocur  reported  from  in  front  of  the  White  House  that  President

NBC  PROVIDED  MORE  TV  COVERAGE  OF  FLIGHT  THAN  ANY  OTHER  NETWORK 

The  NBC -TV  Network  continued  its  live  and  taped  coverage  of 
the  orbit  flight  of  Maj.  L.  Gordon  Cooper  Jr.  on  a  ’round-the-clock 
basis  today  (Thursday,  May  16).  This  NBC  News  special  coverage  during 
the  first  24  hours  of  the  flight  --  to  9**04  a.m.  EDT  today  --  totaled 
seven  hours  and  50  minutes,  more  than  the  coverage  of  any  other  network. 

In  addition,  an  expanded  edition  of  the  "Today"  show  was 
presented  from  1:15  a.m.  to  9  a.m.  EDT  and  included  features  on  the 
space  flight  as  well  as  news  reports. 

Extensive  continued  coverage  also  was  provided  on  the  NBC

The  "Hunt ley -Brinkley  Report"  at 
6:45  p.m.

NBC -TV,  during  the  first  24  hours  of  the  flight,  has 
presented  more  than  13  hours  of  coverage  of  the  flight,  beginning  with 
a  half-hour  pre -orbit  program  Monday,  May  13  and  including  coverage  of 
the  launch  attempt  on  Tuesday,  May  14,  which  was  postponed.  Fourteen 
special  programs  were  presented  during  the  24-hour  period.

Features  of  the  thorough  attention  being  paid  to  all  phases 
of  the  astronaut's  mission  bave  been  exclusive  remote  pickups, 
including  reports  from  in  front  of  Cooper's  home  in  Houston,  Tex.,  ana 
from  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau  at  Suitland,  Md.;  exclusive  interviews 
with  leading  space  scientists  and  government  leaders  concerned  with 
the  U.  S.  space  program,  and  reports  on  reaction  abroad  by  NBC  News 

correspondents  around  the  world. 

At  7:15  p.m.  EDT  Wednesday  night  (May  15 )>  NBC -TV  was  the 
first  network  (by  20  minutes)  to  report  that  Cooper  had  been  given  the 
"green  light"  for  17  orbits.  And  45  minutes  later,  NBC-TV  was  first 
to  report  that  the  astronaut  had  failed  to  release  an  experimental 
balloon  in  flight  —  the  only  mishap  to  that  moment  in  the  smoothly 
proceeding  mission.

The  same  midnight  program  carried  man-in-the-street  inter¬ 
views  which  had  been  filmed  in  London  and  Paris  and  transmitted  to 
New  York  via  the  Relay  communications  satellite.  NBC  News 
correspondents  Bernard  Frizell  in  Paris  and  Kenneth  Bernstein  in  Paris 
conducted  the  interviews.  In  other  programs,  NBC’s  Wilson  Hall  in 
Lima,  Peru,  and  James  Robinson  in  Sydney,  Australia,  gave  audio  report 
of  reaction  in  those  cities. 

A  TV  special  program  at  3  a.m.  EDT  today  featured  an 
exclusive  interview  with  NASA  Administrator  James  Webb  which  had  been 
filmed  earlier  in  Hartford,  Conn.  Webb  called  the  flight  a  "splendid 
day  for  the  U.  S. "  and  revealed  that  if  it  were  successful,  it  would 
be  the  last  one-man  Mercury  flight.  He  said  the  first  "ballistic" 
flight  leading  to  the  Gemini  flight  series  would  be  made  early  next 
year. 

Taped  coverage  of  a  recent  news  conference  at  Cape  Canaveral 
in  which  the  nine  new  astronauts  described  their  areas  of 
responsibility  was  a  feature  of  a  special  program  at  4  a.m.  EDT  today. 

A  parachute  escape  system  for  America’s  two -man  Gemini 
space  capsule  was  revealed  in  an  interview  on  the  expanded  "Today" 
show  by  Martin  Caidin,  author  and  expert  on  space  matters.  He  said  he 
had  learned  of  this  system  from  astronauts  Cooper  and  Alan  B.  Shepard 
Jr.  The  new  system  would  be  similar  to  an  ejection  system  used  in 
Russian  space  craft,  he  said.

A  specially-made  set  of  reels  of  NBC’s  four-part  television 
history  of  the  Catholic  Church  and  its  ecumenical  councils  has  been 
prepared  for  Pope  John  XXIII,  to  whom  the  TV  history  is  dedicated. 

Doris  Ann,  manager  of  NBC  Television  religious  programs,  and 
Martin  Hoade,  NBC  producer-director,  presented  the  reels,  in  a  container 
bearing  the  Papal  coat-of-arms,  to  Msgr.  Daniel  Cronin,  an  official  of 
the  Vatican  Secretariat  of  State,  in  Vatican  City  (May  1-4) .  They 
presented  a  second  set  to  the  Pontifical  Commission  on  Motion  Pictures, 
Radio  and  Television,  which  was  accepted  by  Archbishop  Martin  J. 
O’Connor,  rector  of  the  North  American  College  and  a  prominent  member 
of  the  Pontifical  Commission. 

The  four-part  television  program,  "I  Am  with  You, "  is  a 
presentation  of  "The  Catholic  Hour"  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  this  month. 

It  began  Sunday,  May  3  (l:30  p.m.  EDT),  and  is  being  telecast  on 
successive  Sundays  through  May  26.  Miss  Ann  was  the  executive  producer 
and  Hoade  the  producer-director  for  the  network. 

"I  Am  with  You"  was  filmed  in  eight  countries  of  the  Middle 
East  and  Europe  by  NBC  in  cooperation  with  the  National  Council  of 
Catholic  Men.  It  has  been  acclaimed  as  the  most  ambitious  project  ever 
attempted  in  religious  television. 

The  first  program,  "The  Beginnings, "  covers  the 
period  from  the  Ascension  of  Christ  and  the  beginning  of 
the  Church  through  the  Fourth  General  Council  of 
Constantinople  (869).

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The  second,  "The  Middle  Ages,"  shows  the  development 
and  crises  of  the  Church  in  the  West  from  the  time  of 
Charlemagne  (800)  to  the  fall  of  Constantinople  (1453). 

The  third,  "The  Renaissance  and  the  Reformation," 
covers  the  period  from  1453  to  1563#  tracing  the  back¬ 
ground  of  the  Protestant  revolt  and  the  Counter- 
Reformation  launched  by  the  Council  of  Trent  (1545-63). 

The  fourth,  "The  Age  of  Renewal,"  deals  with  the 
period  from  the  close  of  the  Council  of  Trent  through 
the  First  Vatican  Council  (1869-70)  and  up  to  the 
current  Second  Vatican  Council. 

Philip  Scharper  wrote  the  scripts,  and  Ralph  Burns  composed 
and  conducted  the  original  orchestral  scores.

NBC -TV,  WITH  17  HOURS  AND  18  MINUTES  OP  PROGRAMMING,  LED  OTHER 
NETWORKS  IN  EXTENSIVE  COVERAGE  OP  ASTRONAUT  COOPER’S  PEAT 

NBC-TV  led  the  other  networks  in  extensive  coverage  of  the 
22-orbit  flight  of  Maj.  L.  Gordon  Cooper  Jr.,  presenting  17  hours  and 
18  minutes  of  live  and  taped  coverage  that  included  exclusive  remote 
pickups,  interviews  and  special  reports  from  points  around  the  world. 

The  special  NBC  News  coverage  was  scheduled  to  continue  today 
(Friday,  May  17)  with  the  showing  of  films  of  the  astronaut’s  recovery, 
the  time  to  be  announced.  A  news  conference  by  astronaut  Cooper  in  Cape 
Canaveral  Sunday  afternoon  (May  19)  will  be  taped  and  carried  on  NBC-TV 
at  5  p.m.  EDT  that  day.  It  is  expected  to  run  about  one  hour. 

The  NBC-TV  coverage  received  critical  acclaim  in  newspapers  in 
New  York,  Boston,  Chicago,  Miami  and  other  cities.

May  15*  and 
concluding  with  a  special  program  recapping  highlights  of  the  34- 
hour  flight  on  Thursday  night,  May  16. 

NBC  News  correspondents  John  Chancellor  and  Jay  Barbree 
anchored  the  radio  coverage  from  Cape  Canaveral,  assisted  by  correspond¬ 
ents  Neil  Boggs  and  Ed  Gough. 

NBC  Radio’s  ’round-the-clock  coverage  also  included  remote 
pickups,  interviews  and  special  reports  from  points  around  the  world. 

Radio  coverage  began  at  7:40  a.m.  EDT  Wednesday,  May  15*  and 
provided  continuous  reports  on  preparations  for  the  launching  of  the 
Faith  7  capsule,  its  liftoff  and  early  stages  of  the  flight  in  more  than 
four  hours  of  continuous  programming. 

Until  preparations  for  Cooper’s  recovery  on  Thursday  after¬ 
noon,  NBC  Radio  continued  to  report  on  the  progress  of  the  Faith  7 
spacecraft  in  special  extended  reports  every  half-hour  throughout  the 
day  and  night.

ROBERT  W.  SARNOFF  IS  HONORED  FOR  "PIONEERING  EFFORTS  TO  IMPROVE 
EDUCATION  OF  AMERICAN  TEACHERS  THROUGH  ’CONTINENTAL  CLASSROOM’" 
Receives  Award  from  American  Association 
Of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Education 

Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company,  received  an  award  from  the  American  Association  of 
Colleges  for  Teacher  Education  last  night  (May  16)  in  recognition  of 
"pioneering  efforts  to  improve  the  education  of  American  teachers 
through  ’Continental  Classroom,'  the  first  nationally  televised 
college  course,  1958-63." 

The  award  was  presented  to  Mr.  Sarnoff  at  a  dinner  in  the 
Sheraton  East  Hotel  in  New  York.  Dr.  Warren  C.  Lovinger,  president  of 
the  AACTE  and  president  of  Central  Missouri  State  College,  Warrensburg, 
made  the  presentation.

Mr.  Sarnoff  paid  tribute  to  "the  distinguished  teachers  -- 
who  may  indeed  have  come  to  think  of  themselves  as  television  performers 
as  well"  who  comprised  the  "Continental  Classroom"  faculty:  Dr.

NBC  INTERNATIONAL  CONTEMPLATES  OPENING  AN  OFFICE  IN  TOKYO 

NBC  International  is  contemplating  the  establishment  of  an 
office  in  Tokyo,  according  to  Joseph  M.  Klein,  President  of  NBC 
International,  Inc.,  who  returned  this  week  from  a  series  of  confer¬ 
ences  with  Japanese  television  executives. 

"The  move  would  be  prompted  by  the  need  for  closer  liaison 
with  Japanese  TV  interests,"  Mr.  Klein  said.  "It  is  becoming 
increasingly  evident  that  NBC’s  function  in  the  growth  and  expansion  of 
television  in  Japan  is  far  more  than  that  of  a  business  associate.  We 
realize,  and  not  without  some  pride  and  satisfaction,  that  our  Japanese 
friends  have  come  to  regard  us  as  consultants.  If  we  can  make  our 
assistance  still  more  effective  in  the  areas  of  programming,  production 
and  technical  development  by  operating  in  Tokyo  we  will  seriously  con¬ 
sider  such  a  move." 

In  Japan,  Mr.  Klein  discussed  current  TV  issues  with  the 
foreign  minister,  the  finance  minister  and  other  top  government 
officials,  all  of  whom,  he  reports,  strongly  favor  the  reduction  of  all 
import  restrictions.  "The  lifting  of  dollar  allocation  controls, " 

Mr.  Klein  predicted,  "will  mean  the  increased  importation  of  U.  S.  TV 
programs  and  higher  prices  for  the  superior  ones. " 

"However,"  Mr.  Klein  added,"  for  Japan  to  sustain  this 
high  level  of  program  imports,  we  must  assist  that  country  in  marketing 
its  superior  product  to  other  parts  of  the  world. "

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To  implement  this  policy,  Mr.  Klein  has  inaugurated  a  program 
to  assist  Japanese  program  producers  in  their  effort  to  gain  acceptance 
for  their  domestically  produced  shows  both  here  and  abroad. 

"Evidence  of  the  practical  usefulness  of  this  plan"  he  said, 
"may  be  seen  even  at  this  early  stage  in  the  success  we  have  had  with 
'Astro  Boy,'  the  space -adventure  series,  and  'The  Sunrise  Series'  of 
Japanese  dramas.  The  latter  series  already  has  been  sold  in  Mexico 
and  sales  in  other  areas  are  anticipated." 

Concerned  with  economic  factors  influencing  Japan's  TV 
progress,  Mr.  Klein  studied  the  advances  being  made  in  the  area  of 
color  TV  in  that  country.  "There  are  more  than  10,000  color  sets 
there, "  he  reported,  and,  as  in  our  country,  sales  of  color  TV 
receivers  are  improving. " 

Should  NBC  implement  its  plan  to  open  an  office  in  Tokyo, 

Mr.  Klein  said,  Akiru  Shimizu  and  the  Pacific  Television  Corporation 
of  Tokyo,  sales  representative  for  NBI  since  1958,  would  continue  in 
that  capacity.

Later  that  day,  producer  Chet  Hagan  learned  at  7:28  p.m.  EDT 
that  the  video  line  to  Cape  Canaveral,  which  he  planned  to  use  for  a 
7:30  p.m.  news  bulletin,  had  been  taken  away  by  the  TV  pool. 

"McGee,  get  up  to  8-H.  You're  doing  the  7:30  bulletin," 

Hagan  roared. 

"Me?"  said  McGee.  Then  he  turned  and  ran  full  tilt  down  a 
corridor,  waited  nervously  for  an  elevator  to  take  him  from  the  fifth 
to  eighth  floors,  then  another  100-yard  sprint  to  8-H.  He  made  it  just 
one  second  before  the  TV  camera  came  on  to  find  a  gasping  McGee  ad  lib 
the  minute  report,  explaining  to  the  viewers  he  was  out  of  breath  from 
running.

ROBERT  W.  SARNOFP  SPELLS  OUT  'UNIQUE  OPPORTUNITIES*  EDUCATIONAL  TV  HAS 
TO  ENLARGE  TELEVISIONS  TOTAL  CONTRIBUTION  TO  THE  NATION  IN  SPEECH 
BEFORE  NATIONAL  CONGRESS  OF  PARENTS  AND  TEACHERS 

FOR  RELEASE  WEDNESDAY  A.M.,  MAY  22 

MIAMI,  May  21  --  Educational  television  has  "unique 
opportunities"  to  enlarge  the  total  contribution  of  television  to  the 
nation,  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company,  said  in  an  address  delivered  tonight  before  the 
National  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers  in  Miami, 

He  described  these  as  opportunities  to  present  in  detail 
subjects  which  are  of  special  interest  to  some  members  of  the  total 
audience;  to  engage  in  program  experimentation  that  may  initially  attract 
a  small  number  of  viewers,  and  to  provide  formal  instruction  to  help 
meet  the  critical  problems  of  an  overburdened  educational  system. 

"What  is  truly  needed,"  the  NBC  Board  Chairman  said,  "is  an 
examination  in  precise  and  realistic  terms  of  the  contributions 
educational  television  can  make  and  the  basis  on  which  it  can  be 
supported."  Its  function  and  potential  in  relation  to  commercial 
broadcasting,  he  added,  "should  not  be  confused  by  invoking  such 
catchwords  as  Competitive  *  versus  *  supplementary  *  service,  or  'broad* 
versus  'narrow*  programming,  or  'cultural'  versus  *  commercial' 
presentations . " 

A  fundamental  distinction  between  educational  television  and 
commercial  broadcasting,  Mr.  Sarnoff  said,  arises  from  the  fact  that 
educational  television  is  precluded  from  obtaining  its  financial  support 
from  advertising.  This  imposes  certain  limitations  on  the  scope  of  its 

(more ) 
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operations,  but  opens  for  it  opportunities  which  are  not  feasible 
for  commercial  broadcasting. 

Pointing  out  that  televisions  role  for  children  should  be 
more  than  that  of  "an  auxiliary  babysitter  or  pacifier, "  Mr.  Sarnoff 
called  upon  parents  and  teachers  to  acquaint  themselves  more  thoroughly 
with  the  affirmative  values  it  offers  and  to  guide  their  children  and 
students  in  its  use. 

Parents,  he  said,  who  best  know  the  individual  needs  of 
their  children,  can  assume  greater  responsibilities  for  the  latter's 
television  diet.  Teachers  can  encourage  their  students  to  turn  to 
television  as  a  tool  for  learning  as  well  as  an  instrument  for 
entertainment;  for  example,  by  assigning  television  documentaries  and 
news  programs  on  the  same  basis  that  they  now  make  assignments  from 
the  daily  press.  According  to  a  recent  study,  he  noted,  only  one  child 
in  five  had  been  asked  by  his  teacher  to  watch  any  television  program. 

Elaborating  on  the  interaction  between  commercial  and 
educational  television  and  the  opportunities  available  to  the  latter, 
Mr.  Sarnoff  said:  "Commercial  television  is  structured  to  attract  vast 
audiences  of  all  ages  and  educational  levels;  to  bring  significant 
aspects  of  our  world  to  millions,  through  drama  and  music,  through 
documentaries  on  art  and  science,  history,  geography  and  current 
affairs;  and  by  doing  so,  to  acquaint  viewers  with  new  cultural  and 
intellectual  experiences  to  which  they  may  never  have  been  exposed 
before . 

"Educational  television,  on  the  other  hand,  has  the  capacity 
to  explore  areas  in  greater  detail  and  to  provide  more  intense  involve¬ 
ment  for  viewers  who  have  well-developed  interests  or  professional 
needs;  and  to  carry  forward  interests  already  awakened,  in  some  cases, 
by  commercial  television." 

(more ) 
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"This  capacity  of  educational  television  to  probe  deeply 
and  to  develop  in  sophisticated  detail  subjects  of  special  interest  does 
not  diminish  commercial  televisions  function  of  serving  and  stimulating 
mass  audiences  with  cultural  and  informational  programs.  On  the 
contrary,  commercial  broadcasting  itself  can  benefit  from  those 
experiments  which  educational  television  has  unlimited  freedom  to 
conduct . n 

In  stressing  "another  vital  area  of  educational  televisions 
potential, "  Mr.  Sarnoff  outlined  "its  enormous  value  as  a  teaching 
resource . " 

He  pointed  out  that  "at  a  time  when  all  education  is 
burdened  by  shortages  of  teachers  and  facilities,  when  educational 
requirements  are  outstripping  conventional  methods  of  instruction,  the 
use  of  educational  television  as  an  integrated  part  of  the  educational 
system  is  not  only  indicated  --  but  is  imperative." 

"It  can  bring  an  added  dimension  to  the  classroom  through  a 
variety  of  effective  audio-visual  techniques;  it  can  shoulder  a  part 
of  the  teaching  burden  itself  through  in-home  courses,  and  it  can  give 
the  most  gifted  instructors  exposure  in  thousands  of  classrooms  instead 
of  one." 

If  educational  stations  are  to  realize  their  full  potential 
in  these  areas  of  specialized  need,  they  must  establish  a  base  of 
financial  stability,  Mr.  Sarnoff  emphasized.  Ho  broadcasting  enterprise 
can  plan  its  future  soundly  if  compelled  to  divert  its  creative  resources 
into  a  search  for  "miscellaneous  and  uncertain  benefactions, "  he  noted. 
"The  high  enthusiasm  quotient  propelling  educational  television  is  not 
in  itself  enough  to  assure  the  future;  it  must  be  accompanied  by  sound 
fiscal  planning  on  a  long-range  and  continuing  basis."

On  the  subject  of  financial  support  for  educational  tele¬ 
vision,  Mr.  Sarnoff  observed  that  this  continuing  financial  support 
"must  come  essentially  from  two  sources:  viewers  who  value  the 
specialized  service  of  an  educational  station  and  are  willing  to 
contribute  to  its  continuance;  and  educational  foundations  and 
institutions  —  including  elementary  schools,  high  schools  and 
colleges  --  that  join  with  it  as  a  teaching  resource.  It  is 
particularly  through  the  latter  group  that  a  financial  base  can  be 
established  for  an  educational  station,  in  addition  to  the  important 
resources  furnished  by  viewer  contributions. 

"In  my  judgment,  those  who  discount  the  teaching  aspect  of 
educational  television  would  undermine  one  of  its  basic  functions;  and 
those  who  discount  the  educational  community  as  a  source  for  permanent 
financing  of  educational  television  are  unrealistic  in  failing  to 
recognize  its  need  for  stability  and  continuity  of  income.  It  is 
incredible  to  me  that  programs  designed  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
teaching  should  be  regarded  as  unworthy  of  educational  television’s 
mission,  or  as  doing  violence  to  its  cultural  potential." 

Mr.  Sarnoff  concluded  his  address  with  this  plea  to  parents 
and  teachers:  "As  parents  and  teachers,  you  can  contribute  profoundly 
to  the  maximum  development  of  both  the  commercial  and  educational 
forms  of  television.  You  can  do  so  by  seeking  out  and  selecting  the 
best  of  all  that  commercial  television  has  to  offer  you,  your  families 
and  your  pupils.  As  thoughtful  citizens  and  as  members  of  a  respected 
and  responsible  organization,  you  can  encourage  the  establishment  and 
proper  development  of  educational  television  in  your  communities  and 
help  with  its  financial  support,  individually  and  through  your  school 
systems . "

TELEVISION  AND  CHILDREN 

My  credentials  for  appearing  before  you  today  are  now  at  the 
ages  of  four,  six  and  nineteen.  They  are  three  girls  and  they  are  all  in 
the  process  of  acquiring  a  formal  education.  In  common  with  most  other 
youngsters  in  the  United  States,  they  enjoy  watching  television  and 
they  are  not  bashful  about  it.  When  a  program  their  father  wants  to 
view  on  NBC  happens  to  conflict  with  one  of  their  favorites  on  another 
channel,  the  audience  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  sometimes 
declines  by  one. 

Nevertheless,  I  share  with  my  children,  as  many  other 
parents  share  with  theirs,  an  interest  in  their  television  viewing  as 
well  as  in  their  education.  Not  that  I  equate  the  two.  I  could  not, 
and  I  would  not,  suggest  that  commercial  television  has  the  same 
altruistic  goals,  for  example,  as  the  National  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers.  The  school  room,  the  living  room  and  the  market  place  are 
obviously  different  milieus,  with  differing  disciplines  and  motivations. 

Yet,  I  believe  there  is  much  common  ground  that  the  parent, 
the  teacher  and  the  broadcaster  can  occupy,  and  it  Is  my  hope  to 
convince  you  that  a  joint  exploration  of  this  territory  can  produce 
tangible  rewards  for  the  children  with  whom  we  are  concerned. 

Like  the  process  of  learning,  television  is  literally  every¬ 
where.  Fifty  million  American  families,  the  occupants  of  91  per  cent  of 
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all  the  homes  in  this  nation,  possess  television  sets  which,  in  the 
course  of  a  week,  are  watched  with  varying  degrees  of  interest  and 
consistency  by  one  or  more  members  of  the  household. 

Children  form  an  avid  and  substantial  segment  of  this  vast 
audience.  Today,  the  child  of  fifteen  does  not  know  a  world  without 
television.  It  was  there,  in  bulky  small-screen  size,  when  he  was  in 
his  cradle.  As  he  progressed  from  the  nursery,  television  progressed 
to  the  larger  screen,  the  slimraed-down  portable  set,  and  even  to  color. 

In  the  modern  era,  television  has  become  as  entrenched  in 
the  house  as  the  bath  or  the  telephone.  The  fifteen-year-old  watches 
with  aplomb  a  program  sent  in  color  to  an  orbiting  satellite  in  outer 
space  and  retransmitted  to  his  home  receiver.  He  sees,  at  the  same  time 
as  Sir  Winston  Churchill  in  London,  the  first  honorary  citizenship  ever 
bestowed  by  an  American  President  in  ceremonies  conducted  at  the  White 
House . 

Tomorrow,  today’s  adolescent  will  watch  television  transmitted 
in  full  color  to  and  from  any  area  of  the  civilized  world.  Singapore, 
Sydney,  Suez  and  Stockholm  will  be  as  easily  available  technically  as 
San  Francisco  is  today;  and  quite  possibly  they  will  be  seen  on  wall- 
size  mural  television,  the  successor  to  the  present  receiver. 

Nor  is  it  fanciful  conjecture  to  speculate  that  today’s 
fifteen-year-old  will  one  day  know  and  possess  other  forms  of  television 
that  now  are  only  scientific  laboratory  conceptions.  For  example, 
through  advances  in  the  miniaturization  and  integration  of  components, 
we  may  have  sometime  in  the  Decade  of  the  Seventies  color  television 
sets  no  larger  than  the  transistorized  radio  you  now  carry  in  your 
pocket . 

Dramatic  advances  are  also  being  achieved  in  the  utilization 
of  the  outer  reaches  of  the  radio  spectrum.  There  are  billions  of 
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unused  communications  channels  in  the  ultra -high  frequency  range  which 
science  will  some  day  unlock  for  the  use  of  man.  My  children  and 
yours  may  well  have  their  own  private  broadcast  frequency,  just  as  we 
now  have  our  own  telephone  number. 

The  prospect  of  personal  communications,  sight  and  sound, 
between  any  two  individuals  any  place  in  the  world  is  not  beyond  our 
childrens  grasp.  Indeed,  before  the  current  crop  of  teenagers  becomes 
octogenarian,  it  may  be  in  television  and  voice  communication  with 
individuals  on  other  planets. 

This  is  a  speculative  glimpse  of  the  television  of  our 
children’s  tomorrow,  but  what  of  television  today? 

Is  it,  as  some  allege,  an  electronic  Pied  Piper  beguiling 
children  from  their  parents,  their  studies  and  outdoor  sports  and 
piping  them  off  to  arm-chair  hibernation? 

The  television  Industry  would  be  the  last  to  deny  that 
television  holds  enormous  magnetism  for  children.  Some  90  per  cent  of 
all  youngsters  in  the  United  States  under  the  age  of  twelve  --  nearly 
40  million  children  --  watch  television  during  the  course  of  a  typical 
week.  Between  the  ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen,  it  rises  to  97  per 
cent,  or  more  than  15  million  teenagers. 

Before  we  attempt  to  evaluate  television’s  influence  on 
children,  we  should  be  clear  about  who  is  being  influenced.  As  every 
parent  and  teacher  knows,  a  child  is  quicksilver  --  not  today  what  he 
was  yesterday,  nor  again  what  he  will  be  tomorrow.  There  are  light 
years  of  differences  in  the  interests  and  responses  of  six-year-old 
boys  and  three-year-old  girls.  To  the  kindergarten  child,  high  school 
possesses  the  remoteness  of  the  planet  Venus. 

These  differences,  I  think,  make  it  important  for  all  of  us  -- 
parents,  teachers  and  broadcasters  alike  to  tread  softly  when  It 
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comes  to  originating  or  endorsing  broad  generalities  about  the 
influence  of  television  on  children.  The  audience  of  children  is  not 
monolithic  --  it  is  a  complex  of  different  and  disparate  age  groups, 
each  bringing  something  different  to  television,  each  seeking  some¬ 
thing  different  from  it. 

There  are,  however,  certain  specific  conclusions  we  can  reach 
with  reasonable  assurance,  based  on  extensive  research  conducted  both 
within  and  without  the  industry.  Primarily,  children  actively  seek 
something  when  they  watch  television.  A  recent  study  stated  that 
nothing  could  be  farther  from  the  truth  than  the  notion  that  children 
are  sitting  victims,  and  television  bites  them. 

While  much  remains  to  be  done  in  developing  information  in 
this  area,  some  realistic  yardsticks  for  measuring  television’s  effects 
on  children  have  emerged  from  such  carefully  researched  books  as 
Television  in  the  Lives  of  Our  Children,  by  Wilbur  Schramm,  and 
Television  and  the  Child,  by  Hilde  Hirnmelweit. 

These  studies  show  that  children  who  watch  television  carry 
certain  advantages  with  them  when  they  enter  school.  They  have  larger 
vocabularies  than  the  children  who  seldom  or  never  watch  television. 
They  take  more  interest  in  hobbies;  and  they  have  a  broader  and  more 
detailed  knowledge  of  the  world  around  them.  Television-viewing 
children  move  increasingly  toward  good  quality  magazines.  They  read 
more  of  both  general  magazines  and  news  magazines.  Significantly, 

they  also  read  books  on  a  wider  range  of  subjects.  In  the  television 
decade,  publication  of  juvenile  books  is  up  200  per  cent,  and  libraiy 
circulation  is  up  more  than  50  per  cent.  One  study  of  the  subject  has 
concluded  that  "book  reading  comes  into  its  own  not  despite  television, 
but  because  of  it." 
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I  believe  it  is  a  reasonable  assumption  that  television  has 
helped  the  younger  child  in  adapting  to  society.  It  has  demonstrably 
improved  his  performance  in  the  world  of  reality.  It  has  also  allowed 
him  to  peer  through  the  window  that  opens  on  a  world  of  fantasy, 
beginning  with  those  simple  hot-pursuit  animal  cartoons  and  ranging 
upward  to  more  sophisticated  entertainments,  such  as  "The  Wizard  of 
Oz,"  Mary  Martin’s  "Peter  Pan,"  and  "Walt  Disney’s  Wonderful  World  of 
Color"  --  experiences  enjoyed  by  millions  of  adults  as  well  as  children. 

Because  differing  attitudes  and  purposes  enter  into  viewing, 
different  children  seek  different  things  from  television.  It 
constitutes  a  kind  of  vast  living  library  to  them,  and  they  make  their 
selections  in  the  same  way  that  they  take  books  from  a  library  shelf. 

The  selections  may  please,  bore  or  absorb,  but  the  child  generally  is 
successful  in  finding  what  he  is  seeking. 

Of  course,  some  problems  and  conflicts  are  unavoidable.  In 
attempting  to  satisfy  many  different  appetites,  television  must  also 
provide  abundant  and  varied  selections  for  grown-ups.  This  accounts 
in  major  part  for  the  broad  range  of  offerings  on  television  --  from 
Westerns  to  situation  comedies,  from  mysteries  to  dramas,  from  cartoons 
to  news  and  public  affairs  programs. 

Not  every  program  can  suit  every  taste.  While  most  youngsters 
derive  constructive  pleasure  or  amiable  diversion  from  television 
entertainment  offerings,  some  children  are  impressionable  to  the  slight¬ 
est  nuances  or  suggestions.  An  unfortunate  few  are  neurotic  or 
disturbed. 

Let  me  give  you  an  example  of  how  entangled  the  best  intention- 
ed  efforts  can  become.  Experimental  studies  have  been  conducted  to 
determine  the  effects  of  television  on  disturbed  and  delinquent 
youngsters.  The  findings  are  interesting.  Certain  situation  comedies 
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that  showed  children  in  a  pleasant  home  with  well-adjusted  parental 
relationships  were  highly  upsetting.  The  disturbed  child  never  knew 
such  home  life  could  exist ,  and  it  was  a  deeply  frustrating  experience 
to  see  what  he  had  not  known.  Yet  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  conclude 
that  television  should  therefore  eliminate  family  situation  comedies. 
Were  we  to  construct  program  schedules  solely  on  the  basis  of  suit¬ 
ability  to  all  children,  or  to  specified  children  with  specific 
problems,  we  would  penalize  vast  segments  of  the  total  audience. 

As  a  father  of  three,  I  know  what  audacity  it  takes  to  propos 
an  added  child-rearing  activity  to  a  parent.  But  as  a  broadcaster,  I 
suggest  that  television’s  role  for  children  should  be  more  than  that  of 
an  auxiliary  babysitter  or  pacifier. 

Since  time  immemorial,  parents  have  assumed  responsibility 
for  their  children’s  food,  dress,  sleep,  study  and  play.  Is  it  because 
television  is  relatively  new,  or  so  much  taken  for  granted,  that  many 
parents  have  not  realized  their  responsibility  for  their  children’s 
viewing?  Is  this  why  many  teachers  have  not  become  more  active  in 
guiding  their  students  in  the  use  of  television  as  a  tool  for  learning, 
as  well  as  an  instrument  for  entertainment?  A  recent  study  indicated, 
for  example,  that  only  one  child  in  five  had  been  asked  by  his  teacher 
to  watch  any  television  program. 

Yet  informative  and  stimulating  programming  is  provided  by 
commercial  broadcasters  in  far  greater  quantity  and  variety  than  many 
parents  or  teachers  seem  to  recognize.  This  includes  programs  in  the 
entertainment  field,  such  as  "Mr.  Novak,"  depicting  the  life  and  times 
of  a  high  school  teacher,  or  a  series  based  on  the  work  oi  the 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  both  of  which  NBC  will 
launch  this  Fall.  It  Includes  a  wide  range  of  documentaries  such  as 
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"Encyclopedia  of  Communism,"  "The  River  Nile"  and  "American  Landmark: 
Lexington-Concord, "  as  well  as  regular  and  special  news  programs  on 
current  events  and  their  significance. 

Beyond  these,  broadcasters  offer  certain  programs  designed 
specifically  as  information  vehicles  for  children.  The  NBC  series 
"Exploring"  represents  an  enlightening  case  history.  In  planning  it 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
eleven,  we  did  a  good  deal  of  careful  preliminary  research  on  structure 
and  content  --  including  the  most  suitable  time  period,  the  information 
and  interest  levels  of  the  different  age  groups,  and  their  use  of 
television. 

We  also  supplied  professionally  prepared  study  guides  to 
26C, 000  teachers,  outlining  the  subjects  treated  in  each  program  in  the 
series  --  mathematics,  science,  social  studies,  music  appreciation  and 
language  --  so  they  could  be  coordinated  with  classroom  work. 

Recently,  "Exploring"  won  a  Peabody  Award  as  "an  outstanding 
television  series  for  youth  and  children. "  It  also  received  the  Thomas 
Alva  Edison  Award  for  "Best  Childrens  Program." 

Yet  it  is  a  sad  fact  that  "Exploring"  reaches  only  a  fraction 
of  its  potential  audience.  One  reason  is  that,  although  it  is  the  most 
viewed  of  all  comparable  educational  programs,  it  has  difficulty 
matching  the  magnetic  pull  of  competitive  entertainment  shows.  Another 
reason  would  appear  to  be  that  teachers  have  not,  through  the  use  of 
study  guides  or  other  means  available  to  them,  done  enough  to  encourage 
the  viewing  of  "Exploring." 

Little  purpose  would  be  gained  if  this  meeting  were  to  be 
used  as  just  one  more  platform  for  the  cataloguing  of  shortcomings, 
yours  or  ours.  But  I  do  urge  you,  both  parents  and  teachers,  to 

(more ) 
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acquaint  yourself  more  thoroughly  with  the  affirmative  values  tele¬ 
vision  has  to  offer  young  people,  and  to  guide  your  children  and 
students  in  its  use. 

Only  you,  as  parents,  know  your  child  as  an  individual  and 
know  what  is  best  for  him;  only  you  can  gauge  his  sensitivities,  his 
emotional  range,  his  changing  desires.  You  do  not  surrender  to  him  the 
right  to  eat  nothing  but  jellybeans  every  day,  and  by  the  same  token, 
you  can  help  balance  his  television  diet  as  his  needs  dictate. 

An  affirmative  role  also  falls  to  the  teacher,  who  is  perhaps 
the  most  important  external  influence  in  stimulating  youthful  viewing. 
You  can  encourage  your  students  to  watch  programs  of  an  informative 
nature.  You  can  assign  televised  documentaries  and  news  programs  on 
the  same  basis  that  you  now  make  assignments  from  the  daily  press. 

As  parents  and  teachers  respond  to  this  responsibility,  and 
as  more  and  more  children  watch  the  programs  that  you  consider 
educationally  and  informatively  appropriate,  you  will  provide  the 
broadcaster  with  a  powerful  stimulant  for  an  intensified  effort  in 
this  direction. 

I  have  been  dealing  with  commercial  broadcasting,  and  with 
the  ways  in  which  you  can  guide  your  children  and  students  into 
constructive  viewing  patterns.  Beyond  commercial  broadcasting,  tele¬ 
vision  offers  another  resource  for  enlightenment,  much  smaller  in  its 
current  dimensions,  but  with  infinite  promise  if  properly  developed. 
This  is  the  field  of  educational  television,  whose  role  has  been  under 
continuing  discussion  --  a  discussion  which  has  become  more  spirited 
in  recent  weeks.  I  would  like  to  outline  my  conception  of  its  role. 

The  function  and  potential  of  educational  television  vis-a- 
vis  commercial  broadcasting  should  not  be  confused  by  invoking  such 
catchwords  as  "competitive"  versus  "supplementary"  service,  or  "broad" 

(more ) 
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versus  "narrow"  programming,  or  "cultural"  versus  "commercial" 
presentations.  What  is  truly  needed  is  an  examination  in  precise  and 
realistic  terms  of  the  contributions  educational  television  can  make, 
and  the  basis  on  which  it  can  be  supported. 

A  fundamental  distinction  between  educational  television  and 
commercial  broadcasting  is  the  fact  that  the  former  is  precluded  by  law 
from  obtaining  its  financial  support  from  the  advertising  of  products 
or  services.  This  imposes  limitations  on  the  scope  of  its 
operations,  yet  opens  opportunities  for  it  which  are  not  feasible  for 
commercial  broadcasting. 

Educational  television,  unlike  commercial  broadcasting,  does 
not  have  the  revenues  to  support  a  wide  range  of  costly  entertainment 
and  information  programs,  including  a  comprehensive  world-wide  news 
service  —  all  directed  to  a  total  public. 

However,  since  educational  television  is  not  dependent  on 
wide  popular  acceptance,  it  has  unique  opportunities.  It  has  the 
opportunity  to  present  in  detail  subjects  which  are  of  special  interest 
to  some  members  of  the  total  audience.  It  has  the  opportunity  for 
program  experimentation  which  may  initially  attract  a  small  number  of 
viewers.  And  it  has  the  all-important  opportunity  for  formal 
instruction,  as  a  major  contribution  to  meeting  the  critical  problems 
of  an  overburdened  educational  system  from  elementary  school  through 
college , 

It  is  semantic  futility  to  argue  whether  fulfillment  of  these 
opportunities  results  in  a  "broad"  or  "narrow"  service.  Educational 
television  is  by  its  very  nature  a  specialized  service,  as  compared 
with  commercial  broadcasting.  But  within  its  own  framework  and 
purpose,  educational  television  can  be  as  broad  as  the  needs  it  fulfills. 

(more ) 
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Again,  generalizations  do  not  clarify  the  question  of  whether 
educational  and  commercial  television  are  properly  competitive.  Both 
forms  of  television  compete  with  each  other,  each  in  its  own  way,  in 
seeking  to  engage  viewer  interest. 

Viewed  in  this  light,  commercial  and  educational  television 
are  interacting,  and  by  enriching  each  other,  can  enlarge  the  total 
contribution  of  television  to  the  nation.  Commercial  television  is 
structured  to  attract  vast  audiences  of  all  ages  and  educational 
levels;  to  bring  significant  aspects  of  our  world  to  millions,  through 
drama  and  music,  through  documentaries  on  art  and  science,  history, 
geography  and  current  affairs;  and  by  doing  so,  to  acquaint  viewers 
with  new  cultural  and  intellectual  experiences  to  which  they  may  never 
have  been  exposed  before.  Educational  television,  on  the  other  hand, 
has  the  capacity  to  explore  areas  in  greater  detail  and  to  provide 
more  intense  involvement  for  viewers  who  have  well-developed  interests 
or  professional  needs;  and  to  carry  forward  interests  already  awakened, 
in  some  cases,  by  commercial  television. 

Let  me  be  specific.  Within  NBC’s  "Today"  show  viewed  daily 
by  nearly  8  million  people,  the  noted  art  critic  Aline  Saarinen  has 
spoken  challengingly  and  interestingly  on  various  milestones  in  the 
history  of  art.  Her  recent  illustrated  discussion  with  Marcel  Duchamps 
about  the  sensation  his  paintings  created  at  the  New  York  Armory  show  -- 
a  half-century  ago  --  prompted,  I  am  sure,  a  real  sense  of  curiosity 
among  some  viewers  to  know  more  about  the  art  of  this  significant 
period.  What  more  logical  an  area  for  educational  television  than  to 
respond  to  such  awakened  interest  with  a  series  dealing  in  detail  with 
the  artistic  explosion  of  the  early  part  of  this  century? 

(more ) 
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This  capacity  of  educational  television  to  probe  deeply  and 
to  develop  in  sophisticated  detail  subjects  of  special  interest  does 
not  diminish  commercial  televisions  function  of  serving  and  stimulating 
mass  audiences  with  cultural  and  informational  programs.  On  the 
contrary,  commercial  broadcasting  itself  can  benefit  from  those 
experiments  which  educational  television  has  unlimited  freedom  to 
conduct . 

Another  vital  area  of  educational  television's  potential  is 
its  enormous  value  as  a  teaching  resource.  At  a  time  when  all 
education  is  burdened  by  shortages  of  teachers  and  facilities,  when 
educational  requirements  are  outstripping  conventional  methods  of 
instruction,  the  use  of  educational  television  as  an  integrated  part  of 
the  educational  system  is  not  only  indicated  --  but  is  imperative. 

It  can  bring  an  added  dimension  to  the  classroom  through  a  variety  of 
effective  audio-visual  techniques]  it  can  shoulder  a  part  of  the 
teaching  burden  itself  through  in-home  courses,  and  it  can  give  the 
most  gifted  instructors  exposure  in  thousands  of  classrooms  instead  of 

one. 

In  order  for  educational  stations  to  realize  their  full 
potential  in  these  areas  of  specialized  need,  they  must  establish  a 
base  of  financial  stability.  No  broadcasting  enterprise  can  plan  its 
future  soundly  if  compelled  to  divert  its  creative  resources  into  a 
search  for  miscellaneous  and  uncertain  benefactions.  The  high 
enthusiasm  quotient  propelling  educational  television  is  not  in  itself 
enough  to  assure  the  future]  it  must  be  accompanied  by  sound  fiscal 
planning  on  a  long  range  and  continuing  basis. 

This  financial  support,  it  seems  to  me,  must  come 
essentially  from  two  sources:  viewers  who  value  the  specialized 
service  of  an  educational  station  and  are  willing  to  contribute  to  its 

(more ) 
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continuance;  and  educational  foundations  and  Institutions  —  Including 
elementary  schools,  high  schools  and  colleges  —  that  join  with  it  as  a 
teaching  resource.  It  is  particularly  through  the  latter  group  that  a 
financial  base  can  be  established  for  educational  television,  in 
addition  to  the  important  resources  furnished  by  viewer  contributions. 

In  my  judgment,  those  who  discount  the  teaching  aspect  of 
educational  television  would  undermine  one  of  its  basic  functions; 
and  those  who  discount  the  educational  community  as  a  source  for 
permanent  financing  of  educational  television  are  unrealistic  in 
failing  to  recognize  its  need  for  stability  and  continuity  of  income. 

It  is  incredible  to  me  that  programs  designed  for  the  specific  purpose 
of  teaching  should  be  regarded  as  unworthy  of  educational  television’s 
mission,  or  as  doing  violence  to  its  cultural  potential. 

As  parents  and  teachers,  you  can  contribute  proxoundly  to 
the  maximum  development  of  both  the  commercial  and  educational  forms 
of  television.  You  can  do  so  by  seeking  out  and  selecting  the  best  of 
all  that  commercial  television  has  to  offer  you,  your  families  and 
your  pupils.  As  thoughtful  citizens  and  as  members  of  a  respected  and 
responsible  organization,  you  can  encourage  the  establishment  and 
development  of  educational  television  in  your  communities  and  help 
with  its  financial  support,  individually  and  through  your  school  systems. 

Over  2,200  years  ago,  the  Greek  playwright  Menander  wrote: 
"Children  should  not  be  led  into  the  right  paths  by  severity  but  by 
persuasion."  Together  we  can  guide  our  children  to  the  right  paths  of 
television  viewing,  not  by  severity  and  denial,  but  by  the  mutual 
persuasion  of  proper  program  development  by  broadcasters,  proper 
program  selection  by  parents  and  proper  program  assignment  by  teachers.

"G-E  College  Bowl, "  Peabody  Award-winning  intercollegiate 
question-and -answer  series,  will  become  a  live  color  Sunday  feature  on 
NBC-TV  during  the  1963-64  season,  starting  Sept .  22  (5:30-6  p.m.  EDT). 

The  weekly  feature  was  announced  today  by  Walter  D.  Scott, 
Executive  Vice  President  in  charge  of  the  NBC  Television  Network,  and 
Willard  H.  Sahloff,  Vice  President,  General  Electric  Company. 

(A  new  series  titled  "Sunday, "  previously  announced  for  the 
5-6  p.m.  NYT  period  on  Sundays  in  1963-64  will  be  rescheduled  in  a  new 
time  period  to  be  announced. ) 

Robert  Earle  is  moderator  of  "G-E  College  Bowl, "  the  fast- 
moving  informational-educational  program,  which  will  start  its  sixth 
TV  season  when  it  moves  to  NBC.  Earle  directs  questions  to  opposing 
teams  of  college  students,  who  compete  for  student  scholarship  grants 
made  to  the  schools  they  represent  by  the  sponsor,  the  General  Electric 
Company . 

"G-E  College  Bowl"  began  on  CBS -TV  Jan.  4,  1959.  Since  then 
it  has  presented  bright,  talented  college  and  university  students  in 

(more ) 
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weekly  contests  in  which  quick  recall  of  facts  --  in  science,  literature, 
government,  world  affairs,  mathematics,  history,  mythology,  the 
performing  arts  and  many  other  fields  —  is  of  prime  importance. 

The  contest  rules  provide  that  every  week  two  teams  of  four 
students  each  compete  against  one  another.  The  winning  team  receives  a 
$1,500  scholarship  grant  and  the  runner-up  $500.  The  winning  team 
returns  the  next  week  to  face  another  school Ts  group.  Five 
consecutive  victories  are  the  maximum  any  school  may  win  on  the  series. 
The  earnings  from  five  victories  total  $7,500  plus  a  $1,500  bonus,

AND  NBC  NEWS  PRESENTS  IT  ON  TV  AND  RADIO 

Ceremonies  in  Washington  honoring  astronaut  L.  Gordon  Cooper 
Jr.  were  broadcast  live  on  NBC-TV  and  Radio  yesterday  (Tuesday,  May  21) 

Television  cameras  followed  the  spaceman’s  activities  from 
the  time  he  stepped  off  a  Presidential  jet  at  Andrews  Air  Force  Base 
shortly  before  noon  until  2  p.m.  EDT  when  he  completed  a  talk  before  a 
joint  meeting  of  the  U.  S.  Senate  and  House. 

NBC-TV’ s  coverage  extended  from  11:30  a.m.  EDT  until  1:55  p.m 
EDT.  The  network’s  radio  coverage  lasted  five  minutes  longer,  until 
2  p.m.  EDT . 

Some  highlights  of  the  TV  coverage  were  President  Kennedy 
greeting  Cooper  at  the  White  House,  Mrs.  Hattie  Cooper  (the  astronaut’s 
mother)  seeing  her  son  for  the  first  time  since  the  flight  and  Cooper’s 
speech  before  Congress. 

Vice  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson,  in  an  exclusive  taped  inter 
view  by  NBC  News  correspondent  Nancy  Dickerson,  spoke  out  on  the  need 
for  man  in  space.  He  said,  "We  cannot  afford  not  to  be  first  on  the 
moon. " 

Both  he  and  President  Kennedy,  speaking  live  on  TV,  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  U.  S.  will  get  a  man  to  the  moon  during  the  1960's. 

In  some  side  lights,  viewers  saw  the  President's  wife  carry 
her  son,  John  Jr.,  down  the  front  steps  of  the  White  House  to  say

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goodbye  to  Cooper  as  he  departed  in  the  parade  to  Capitol  Hill.  Another 
TV  shot  showed  Attorney  General  Robert  F.  Kennedy  standing  in  the  crowd 
at  the  White  House,  holding  a  small  child  on  his  shoulder.

GEORGE  A.  VICAS  MET  UNUSUAL  PROBLEMS— AND  SOLVED  THEM— IN  PRODUCING 
'THE  KREMLIN, '  HIGHLY  ACCLAIMED  NBC  NEWS  COLOR  SPECIAL 

George  A.  Vicas,  who  produced  the  highly  acclaimed  NBC  News 
special  on  the  Kremlin,  recalls  some  of  the  unusual  problems  that 
arose  during  the  filming  in  Moscow. 

The  production  of  "The  Kremlin,  '  a  full-hour  color  program 
presented  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  last  night  (May  21),  required  the  re¬ 
creation  of  events  in  the  history  of  the  citadel,  including  its  capture 
by  Napoleon  in  1812  and  the  subsequent  burning  of  Moscow. 

To  suggest  the  entry  of  the  French  into  the  Kremlin,  Vicas 
planned  to  show  a  line  of  flags  moving  through  the  Troitsky  gate.  He 
had  brought  with  him  from  Paris  17  French  flags  on  poles  mounted  with 
the  Napoleonic  eagle. 

"But  we  found  that  most  of  the  members  of  our  crew  were  busy 
with  cameras,  lights  and  other  chores,"  Vicas  says.  "We  didn't  have 
enough  people  left  to  carry  all  the  flags.  So  we  rounded  out  our 
contingent  with  a  few  Russian  bystanders. " 

For  the  sequence  of  the  burning  of  Moscow,  Vicas  persuaded 
Soviet  authorities  to  permit  him  to  place  flares  and  smoke  pots  on  the 
Kremlin  battlements.  Although  the  Moscow  fire  department  had  been 
alerted  to  the  simulated  blaze,  some  dozen  fire  trucks  drove  up  to 
investigate  during  the  filming. 

Vicas  went  to  Moscow  from  his  post  as  head  of  the  NBC  News 
European  production  unit  which  is  based  in  Paris.  Since  his  assignment 

(more ) 
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to  Paris,  he  has  produced,  among  other  special  programs,  "Germany: 
Fathers  and  Sons, "  which  examined  the  older  and  younger  generations  in 
Germany  and  has  been  nominated  for  an  Emmy  Award. 

Vicas*  other  honors  have  included  the  Peabody  and  Ohio  State 
Awards.  Before  joining  NBC  News,  he  produced  "The  Trials  of  Charles 
de  Gaulle"  and  "Money  and  the  Next  President"  and  co-produced  "The 
Great  Holiday  Massacre."  His  programs  on  CBS  Radio  included  "The 
Business  of  Sex,"  "POW--A  Study  in  Survival"  and  the  "Radio  Beat" 
series. 

Vicas  is  fluent  in  French,  German  and  Russian.  He  has  an  A.B. 
degree  in  government  from  Harvard  and  an  M.A.  in  history  from  Columbia. 
Before  joining  CBS  he  worked  in  Europe  with  the  information  service  of 
the  Economic  Cooperation  Administration,  which  administered  the 
Marshall  Plan,  and  Radio  Liberty,  which  beamed  Western  broadcasts  into 
Russia.  He  previously  served  with  the  U.  3.  Army  Counter-Intelligence

HOW  NBC  NEWS  OFFERED  COMPLETE  COVERAGE  OF  NEW  YORK’S 
WELCOME  TO  ASTRONAUT  L.  GORDON  COOPER  JR. 

Complete  and  continuous  live  coverage  of  New  York  City’s 
ceremonies  honoring  astronaut  L.  Gordon  Cooper  Jr.  was  broadcast 
yesterday  (Wednesday,  May  22)  on  NBC-TV  which  provided  more  coverage 
than  any  other  network  or  New  York  station. 

Todayfs  coverage,  which  spanned  almost  four  hours,  brought 
to  24  hours,  eight  minutes,  NBC  News*  total  TV  coverage  of  Cooper’s 
Mercury-Atlas  9  mission,  the  most  extensive  of  any  network. 

The  NBC-TV  coverage  began  at  11:30  a.m.  EDT,  as  the 
astronaut  was  being  driven  from  LaGuardia  Airport  to  lower  Manhattan 
for  the  start  of  the  parade. 

With  NBC-TV  cameras  spaced  along  the  route,  viewers  saw 
Cooper  from  the  moment  the  parade  began  about  noon  until  3:25  p.m.  EDT 
when  he  finished  speaking  to  a  distinguished  gathering  in  the  Grand 
Ballroom  of  the  Waldorf-Astoria. 

After  1:30  p.m.  EDT,  NBC  was  the  only  TV  network  covering 
the  event.  Along  the  parade  route,  NBC  had  more  camera  positions 
and  points  of  coverage  than  any  other  network,  with  five  correspondents 
located  between  the  Waldorf  and  Bowling  Green  in  downtown  Manhattan. 

Titled  "Cooper:  A  Hero’s  Welcome/'  the  program  was  anchored 
by  Frank  McGee  from  a  studio  in  the  RCA  Building  at  Rockefeller  Center. 

With  a  tape  showing  the  launch  of  Cooper’s  missile  a  week 
ago  (May  15) ,  McGee  pointed  out  this  was  the  start  of  Cooper's  long 
Journey.

Using  a  Vizmo  projection*  McGee  traced  the  parade  route. 

When  the  astronaut,  riding  in  an  open  car  with  his  wife  and  Vice 
President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson,  reached  lower  Broadway,  McGee  turned  the 
coverage  over  to  correspondent  Herb  Kaplow. 

As  the  parade  moved  north,  viewers  followed  every  step  of 
the  way  as  NBC-TV  cameras  picked  up  Cooper  at  every  turn.  Newsman  Gabe 
Pressman  covered  the  ceremonies  from  City  Hall  where  Cooper  met  Mayor 
Robert  F.  Wagner.  Both  Cooper  and  Wagner  spoke  briefly,  as  did  James 
E.  Webb,  director  of  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration. 

The  parade  continued  north  and  correspondents  Peter  Hackes 
and  Merrill  Mueller  described  the  scene  as  Cooper  passed  their  TV 
positions  at  Union  Square  and  Bryant  Park  respectively. 

As  the  astronaut  passed  up  the  Avenue  of  the  Americas, 

McGee  said  some  TV  tape  was  observed  fluttering  down  on  the  paraders. 

He  noted  this  type  of  confetti  was  a  bit  more  expensive  than  ticker- 
tape,  "which  I  suppose  has  cost  some  people  some  money  too." 

During  the  parade,  a  mobile  TV  unit  handling  pool  TV  cover¬ 
age  broke  down  and  no  video  signal  was  picked  up.  NBC-TV  then  released 
one  of  its  cameras  for  pool  use. 

At  the  Waldorf- Astoria,  correspondents  Bill  Ryan  and  Roy 
Neal  described  the  proceedings.  Cooper,  his  wife.  Mayor  Wagner  and 
Vice  President  Johnson  were  seen  greeting  guests  in  a  receiving  line. 

In  the  Grand  Ballroom,  the  luncheon  commenced  with  an 
invocation  by  Francis  Cardinal  Spellman.  Richard  C.  Patterson  Jr., 

New  York  City*s  official  "host,"  was  master  of  ceremonies. 

While  the  guests  were  dining,  one  TV  shot  showed  the  wife  of 
astronaut  Slayton  obviously  lecturing  her  child,  with  pointing 'finger, 
to. eat  the  food  on  his  plate.

And,  while  the  guests  ate  at  the  hotel,  producer  Reuven 
Frank  cut  to  a  downtown  TV  camera  that  had  focused  on  four  college 
students,  sprawled  on  grass  completely  covered  with  litter,  happily 
munching  sandwiches. 

During  this  lull  in  affairs  at  the  Waldorf,  McGee  narrated 
films  which  showed  Cooper  arriving  at  LaGuardia  shortly  after  11  a.m. 

After  Mayor  Wagner  had  offered  a  toast  to  President 
Kennedy  at  the  Waldorf,  Patterson  introduced  notables  on  the  dais  and 
in  the  audience.  Those  who  spoke  were  Webb,  Vice  President  Johnson  and 
former  President  Herbert  Hoover. 

Mayor  Wagner  then  presented  Webb  and  astronaut  Cooper  with  a 
scroll  and  the  Medal  of  the  City  of  New  York.  Cooper  said,  "I  don't 
generally  say  very  much  and  today,  I  am  so  impressed  I*m  going  to  say 
even  less .  " 

The  NBC-TV  coverage  was  sponsored  by  the  Borden  Company, 

Brown  &  Williamson  Tobacco  Corp.,  Household  Products  Division  of 
American  Cyanamid  Co.,  Armour  &  Co.  and  General  Mills. 

The  NBC  Radio  coverage  featured  John  Chancellor  as  anchorman.

Brig.  General  David  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the 
Radio  Corporation  of  America,  who  brought  Toscanini  back  to  America 
from  semi-retirement  in  Italy  in  1937*  will  be  intermission  speaker  on 
the  first  program  in  the  new  weekly  series,  "Toscanini--  The  Man  Behind 
the  Legend,"  which  will  start  on  NBC  Radio  Wednesday^  June  5  (network 
except  WNBC,  9.* 05-10  p.m.

NBC  NEWS  CORRESPONDENT  IRVING  LEVINE 
SCANS  THE  TELEVISION  SCENE  IN  ITALY 

Television  in  Italy  has  a  casual  flexibility,  says  Irving  R. 
Levine,  NBC  News1  Rome  correspondent. 

For  instance,  programs  are  not  always  13  minutes  long  or  a 
half-hour  or  hour  in  length.  "A  television  program  in  Italy  may  run  18 
minutes  or  47  minutes  or  an  hour  and  nine  minutes, "  says  Levine. 

"The  time  period,  logically  enough,  is  adjusted  to  fit  the 
needs  of  the  particular  program. " 

To  separate  one  program  from  another  during  an  intermission 
that  may  run  several  minutes,  the  word  "Interval"  is  flashed  on  the 
screen  along  with  a  picture  of  a  historic  building  or  a  work  of  art. 

Levine  says  statistics  reveal  almost  four  million  TV  sets  in 
use  in  Italy,  which  works  out  to  one  set  for  every  13  Italians. 

He  adds  that  ownership  of  a  TV  set  in  Italy  is  not  a  true 
reflection  of  the  watching  audience.  The  reason  is  that  RAI,  the  state- 
owned  Italian  radio  and  television  network,  requires  all  set-owners  to 
purchase  a  license  which  costs  $20  a  year. 

According  to  RAI  statistics,  only  60  per  cent  of  viewers 
watch  TV  at  home,"  Levine  says.  "Another  22  per  cent  watch  in  bars, 
hotel  lobbies  and  clubs.

The  Scene  at  Warwick  Hills 

The  four  finishing  holes  for  the  Buick  Open  include  lengthy 
par  5  and  3  holes  and  a  pair  of  par  4s.  Here  is  a  brief  description 
of  the  Warwick  Hills  holes  to  be  covered  by  NBC-TV: 

No.  15  —  458  yards,  par  4.  A  dogleg-left  hole  to  an 
elevated  green.  Out-of-bounds  and  a  grove  of  trees  on  the  left  create 
need  for  extreme  caution.  Anything  from  a  2  iron  to  a  5  iron  is  used  on 
the  second  shot. 

No.  16  --  604  yards,  par  5.  Hefty  drivers  will  enjoy  this 
extra-long  straightaway  hole.  Trees  line  both  sides  of  the  fairway  for 
the  last  230  yards.  A  wedge  is  used  on  the  third  shot,  and  must  be 
played  with  precision  to  an  elevated  green. 

No.  17  —  222  yards,  par  3.  This  is  considered  the  best  par 
3  hole  on  the  course.  It  plays  straightaway  between  the  trees  from  an 
elevated  tee  to  an  elevated  green.  A  lake  lies  on  the  left  below  the 
green,  which  is  surrounded  by  bunkers  and  trees.  The  tee  shot  generally 
calls  for  a  4  wood  or  a  2  iron. 

No.  18  --  453  yards,  par  4.  A  water  hazard  and  large  trees  on 
the  left  and  a  grove  of  trees  on  the  right  require  extra  caution.  A 
well- placed  tee  shot  is  needed,  with  a  3  or  4  iron  for  a  second  shot  to 
the  well  trapped  and  tricky  green.

Combining  man-on-the-street  interviews  with  a  debate  format, 
"People  Will  Talk"  utilizes  contestants’  judgment  of  human  nature  to  win 
cash  and  merchandise  prizes. 

Each  game  opens  with  the  show’s  roving  reporter  conducting 
a  filmed  interview  with  a  contestant  on  a  question  requiring  a  yes-or- 
no  answer.  (For  example,  "Should  bald  men  wear  toupees?")  The 
contestant  states  his  position  and  then  is  brought  to  the  studio,  to 
debate  the  issue  with  a  person  holding  the  opposite  viewpoint,  while 
emcee  Dennis  James  moderates. 

A  panel  of  15  judges  then  votes  individually  for  the  winner. 

The  votes  are  recorded  electronically  but  are  not  revealed.  The 
contestants,  in  turn,  look  over  the  panel  and  attempt  to  select  a  judge 
whose  opinion,  they  hope,  will  agree  with  their  own. 

Each  time  a  contestant  calls  out  a  judge's  number  (from  1-15), 
the  vote  which  the  judge  previously  made  is  indicated  on  a  lighted  board. 
If  the  vote  agrees  with  the  contestant  making  the  selection,  the 
contestant  is  awarded  $25.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  judge  votes 
against  him,  the  contestant’s  opponent  is  given  $25.

It’s  hard  to  believe  you’re 
celebrating  your  sixtieth  birthday  when  I’m  first  to  be  celebrating  my 
twenty-third. "

by  Bing  Crosby,  Jimmy  Durante  and  Doris  Day.  Frank  Sinatra  and  George 
Burns,  individually,  raise  their  voices  in  song.  Eddie  Cantor,  Jerry 
Colonna,  Jayne  Mansfield  and  many  others  in  showbusiness  toast  the  man 
that  Cantor  says  "gives  hope  to  the  profession  just  as  long  as  he  is

Recalling  his  early  life.  Bob  Hope  reveals  on  the  NBC  Radio 
special,  "I  started  out  as  a  boxer.

In  conclusion  of  the  festivities,  Hope  simply  says,  "I’ve 
had  a  full  life.  I’ve  been  very,  very  lucky."
